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Los Angeles (¿P)—Only a plane 
in the past among the 
endless 
list of aircraft, the low wing 
monoplane this year is making 
its bid for a front rank in Ameri­ 
can aviation. 
With it one sensational flight 
has been made this year and sev­ 
eral others are nearing the stage 
for a takeoff. Another has ended 
in disaster. 
In Europe, particularly in Ger­ 
many, the low wing has been a 
more common figure of the air. 
It remained, however, for Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh to start 
the low wing on its bid for fame 
in America. 
With his wife oh April 20, he 
crossed the United States in a 
low wing monoplane in fourteen 
hours and twenty-three minutes, 
making one stop and the fastest 
transcontinental trip on record. 
Three similar ships are receiv­ 
ing their final touches here for 
transoceanic flights. 
A fourth 
plane, built for a dash across the 
Pacific, was destroyed in 
tests 
and the pilot killed. 
Carl Squier, head of the com­ 
pany which built the Lindbergh 
ship, believes the low wing is at 
the beginning of a colorful his­ 
tory. 
Embodied in the 
underslung 
wing, he sees three 
important 
improvements—visibility, caily­ 
ing of heavier loads and slower 
landing speedy. 
-We can land a low wing ten 
to twelve miles an hour slower 
than a high wing," he said. 
"Safety is another factor. In 
crashing with a high wing, the 
impact is first with the landing 
gear and then the fuselage..With 
. a low wing, the landing 
gear 
strikes first, then the wing and 
lastly the fuselage. 
"There is one principal disad­ 
vantage to a low wing. It is not 
as fast as a high wing. T hat is 
because of the angle at which 
the wings are set." 
Squier believes the low wing 
never will replace the high wing 
but that the low wing is to come 
into more general use.

IS DOE TO POISONING 


The time of year is now ap- 


proaching when there is con- 
siderable danger of poultry dying 
from so-called limbernack. This 
disease is especially likely to oc- 
cur during the warm months of 
spring, summer and fall. It is 
usually due to poisoning from 
eating decayed carcasses or mag- 
gots from carcasses, says Dr. L. 
P. Doyle of the veterinary de- 
partment of Purdue university. 
It may also result from canned 
foods, 
especially 
vegetables,

Inasmuch as our Federal Gov- 


ernment has embarked on the 
most ambitious and comprehen- 
sive public building program ev- 
er initiated by any. nation ati 
any time in the history of the 
world, and as this program not 
only provides for the develop- 
ment of our National capital, but 
for the construction of court- 
houses, custom houses, immigra- 
tion stations, marine hospitals, 
post offices and other buildings 
to house the Federal activities in 
all of the states and territories 
as well, it may be of interest to 
the country to review the history 
of the various acts of Congress 
authorizing this great construc- 
tive program. 


The last omnibus public build- 


ing bill was approved Marph 4, 
1913. This law authorized 
the 


construction of various buildings 
throughout the country to the 
amount of about $45,000,000. Be- 
fore the Treasury Department 
was able to construct the build- 
ing authorized in that act the 
World War came on and in- 
creased the price of labor andj 
the cost of building materials to 
such^u extent that most of the.] 
buildings authorized could not 
be constructed within the limits 
of cost fixed hi this bill. After 
the United States entered the 
war all of the work on these 
buildings was discontinued. ' 


During the Sixty-eighth Con- 


gress I was called upon to take 
charge of the committee on pub- 
lic buildings and grounds of the 
House of Representatives in the 
capacity of acting chairman. I 
found most of the cities named 
in the act of March 4, 1913, clam- 
oring for the passage of an act 
of Congress to increase tlie limit 
of cost of their buildings author- 
ized in said act. I also found bills 
on the calendar of tlie commit- 
tee asking for public buildings to 
be -authorized to the amount of 
$230,000,000. These 
bills had 


been introduced by members of 
Congress from all the states and 
territories. 


President Calvin Coolidge had 


also recommended to Congress 
the passage of a bill authorizing 
the construction 
of executive 


buildings in Washington to the 
amount of $50,000,000 to be con- 
structed in a five-year program 
of $10,000,000 annually. 


A bill was introduced in the 


Seventieth Congress by Simeon 
0. Fess, Senator from Ohio, au- 
.horizing the appointment of a 
commission to enlarge the Capi- 
tol Grounds. This bill passed 
both the House and Senate and 
was approved by the President 
April 11, 1928. 


The commission on enlarging 


the capitol grounds consists of 
the following members: Charles

There is no 
safe way, however, of telling 
when decayed flesh or spoiled 
food is safe. 


It is a wise policy to avoid the 


danger of losses from limbernack 


• particularly during the warm 
part of the year, by keeping the 
ranges clean, or by yarding -the 
.poultry. Carcasses of animals are 
sometimes so hidden under build- 
ings, brush piles or in high 
.weeds that it is difficult to find 
and remove them. In such cas- 
es, the most practical plan is to 


..-••shut the poultry away from the 


sources of danger.

THREE STAGES OF CHANGES. 


School buildings in the United States have 


shown a distinct evolution in keeping with social 
changes to American life from pioneer days to 
the present era of congested urban centers. 


There have been three stages in the develop- 


ment of tiie school buildings, each of them the 
result of three important changes in our social 
and industrial life. In the early pioneer days, 
life outside of school contained many activities 
of great educational value lor-children. J?or these 
reasons it was not necessary for the school to 
teach anything more than the three R's. This in 
turn meant that the one-room schoolhouse of 
those days was adequate so far as school facili- 
ties were concerned. 
s 


Toward the middle of the last century, how- 


ever, the concentration of large numbers of peo- 
ple in cities brought about changes in the social 
life which have vitally affected the whole devel- 


opment of our school system. At first, as the. 
cities developed, those who came from the farm 
to the city brought to the city the same kind of 
school work which had been adequate in the 
country. However, since there were more chil- 
dren in- the city, the one-room schoolhouses 
would not do. Consequently, 4, 8 and 12 one- 
room schpols were put under one roof. 


This is the period in school house planning, 


known as the 1848 period. The buildings, were 
usually three stories high with large rooms of 
high ceilings, with no corridors, or else a "well" 
in the center of the building. As the science of 
lighting and ventilation had not yet developed, 
children were forced tp sit in rooms five hours a 
day under conditions that developed eye strain, 
bad posture, and respiratory troubles. 


Undesirable as these physical conditions were, 


yet they did not constitute the most serious ob- 
jections to this type of school. The real objec- 
tion to it was that it was entirely unfitted to 
meet the needs of children living in cities. 
It 


gave no opportunity for anything but the tra- 
ditional study of the three R's. It failed com- 
pletely to give the opportunity for the whole-

As time went by they gained in 
numbers.

Gideon Corey, Ethan A. Willey 
and James Hardwich, Sr., were 
the first deacons.

1856 the building was 


commenced by Sexton Layton.

Willey.

its bid for a front rank in Ameri- 
can aviation. 
. With it one sensational flight 
lias been made this year and sev- 
eral others are nearing the stage 
for a takeoff. Another has ended 
in disaster. 


In Europe, particularly in Ger- 


many, the low wing has been a 
more common figure of the air. 
It remained, however, for Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh to start 
the low wing on its bid for fame 
in America. 
With his wife on April 20, he 


crossed the United States in a 
low wing monoplane in fourteen 
hours and twenty-three minutes, 
making one stop and the fastest 
transcontinental trip on record. 


Three similar ships are receiv- 


ing their final touches here for | 
transoceanic flights. A fourth 
plane, built for a dash across the 
Pacific, was destroyed in tests 
and the pilot killed. 
Carl Squier, head of the com- 


pany which built the Lindbergh 
ship, believes the low wing is at 
the beginning of a colorful his- 
tory. 
Embodied in the underslung 


wing, he sees three .important 
improvements—visibility, carry- 
ing of heavier loads and slower 


' landing spee<^. 


••We can land a low wing ten 


to twelve miles ah hour slower 
than a high wing," he said. 


"Safety is,another factor. In 


crashing with a high wing, the
